(iloremor Morrow Issues Proclamation 

calling rpon Kentocklans To Give 
I'hankK For BlesglngH Thurxdnf. 



Frankfort, Ky., Nov. SS.— The courts 
may be oalled upon to aattia |be nor 
mal school eontrovorsy and define the 
righu and pilvUegea qt the atata board 
of aducatioa' and tba normal sebool 
commission, Oovamor Edwin P. Mor- 
row said today at the close ot a eon- 
ference with Qeorge Colvln, atata su- 
periateadent, aad C ha rl es I. Dawaon, 
attorney general. While many calU 
have been receivad urging the gover- 
nor to call an extra session of the 
legislature to repeal the normal school 
act Governor Morrow Indicated that 
ourl aciloii was the most likely so- 
lution of llie langlo. 

Governor .Mmrow ha.« received 
many petitions from towns in the Big 
Sandy valley asking him to take steps 
to undo the work of the commission 
which selected .Murray and Morehead 
as the sites for tho two new normal 
schools authorized by the 1922 general 
assembly. Governor Morrow has the 
ninttcr under advisement and is not 
likely to take action for several days. 
It was Indicated here today. Attorney 
noral Dawson is going over the mat- 
ter with a view of determining what 
legal steps are neceaaary to settle the 
oontrover^^ over the selection ot of- 
Haara lor the new sehools. 

At the meeting of normal school 
commission in Lexington Saturday 
Robert Green, former member of the 
state tax commission, was elected 
president of the Murray school. The 
state board of education the same day 
elected Dr. John W. Tarr of (ho de 
partment of education, a b president of 
the same Institution. Hoth the com 
mission and the board claim the right 
to select offlcers. according to raem- 
liers. and the question ot prerogatives 
probably wtU have to be aattlad In the 
court.

Europeaifs cannot get over the delusion that there must' be some 
way to get the United States into the League of Nations. In one of 
his speeches Mr. Lloyd Gkorge said that he favored "every reason- 
able concession" in order to induce the United States to asociate 
•tsolf with the league. He added tliat until all the nations of Europe 
and the United States were in the league that body would be crippled. 

Of course the only European countries which have not joined the 
league are (Jermany and Russia. All the others, big and little, old 
end new, are members. It has seemed verj- strange to the people of 
The Western Hemisphere that Europe cannot make the league work, 
if the league is at all practicable, without the aid of distant America, 
impoverished Germany and chaotic Russia. 

^Vnd the i-apue does not wi.rk. It has been called upon in vain 
to perform the most imporlunt duties of its covenant and it has failed. 

Poland, a member of the league, invaded Russia without first 
submitting the boundary dispute to the league. Russia retaliated by 
invading Poland. The league of nations did nothing. 

Aniifuia appealed to tin league in 1920 to protect her from 
Turkish invasion. The league did nothing and Armenia was wiped 
off the map of independent nations. 

Persia, a raemli. r of the leaguo, appealed to the Council when 
th,e Russian f>oviet army invaded her in 1920. Poor Persia believed 
thst Article X. guaranteed her against external aggression. But the 
leigne was askcp and Persia had to buy peace from Russia. 

"When the Soviet invaded (Jeorgia that independent state asked 
the league to act under Article XI. The league did nothing. 

In the fall of 1920 the league woke up to row between Poland 
and Lithuania and extracted a promise of a true from both sides. .V 
month after the su.spension of hostilities the Poles took Vilna and 
they have it yet, scorning all league proposals looking toward com- 
promise. 

If the league covenant meant anything the council would have 
called a halt on the Greeks at the very beginning of their Asiatic 

eampai<?n— a project which led to the Sm.vma horror and the danger 
of involving lii-lf of Europe in another wi^r. Hut the league, as usual, 
did nothing. 

If a league which includes the British Empire, France, Italy. 
Spain, Belgium, The Netherlands— all of Europe, in &ct, except Ger- 
many and Kussia — has no force, how <ioc.s Europe expect that the ad- 
dition of this country to league s membership would help? 

Is it Amerioau money that WOUld help? This country has been 
liberal with Europe in money matters; so liberal that some Conti- 
nental nations smile at the mere idea of sgpaying our loans. 

Is it Aiiieriean armies and fleets that the league would like from 
us to enforce its orders! We shall reserve them for our own wars if 
unfortunately wars should come. 

The l.'nited States is not going into the league, because the league 
is nothing but a name. The in.stant there is friction between Old 
World iiations the members of the league line up on the sides of their 
particular advantages. They do not thin^ in the terms of the Cove- 
nant. They think in terms of nationalism. 

It would be wrong to say that the league ia dead. The Jeagne 
never has been alive. — New York Herald.
